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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
method of manufacturing solid oxide fuel cell module with an interconnector having a 
first part with a dense material and a second part with a material less dense than the 
first part material are patentable distinct from the closest prior arts Sato (US5372895), 
Tsukuda (US6534211), Bates (US51 43801) and Barker (US2005/01 55490) etc 
because none of such reference alone or in combination discloses an interconnector 
with two different parts formed as claimed in the instant method.
